Eji4<Vwlc af Typhoid ut Xdunbertvllle. 
Ljimhertville is going through a seige of 


typhoid fever, brought about, as is generally 
the case, by the use of contaminated water. 
Bristol bad one of a similar nature several 
years ago and even to this day physicians 
advise that all river water used fordrinking 
and culinary purposes be throughly boiled. 


The Lamberlville epidemic broke out 


among the employees of a rubber mill, who 
obtained drinking water from a well, situated 
near Ihe factory. 
It is supposed that this 


water was contaminated. Of the 260 hand* 
employed in the mill $3 were compelled to 
quit and 13 developed typhoid fever in its 
most virulent form. The first victim, Charles 
Conevi-r, died on Sunday morning. Three 
oihers have since died and others are said to 
be at the point of death.

cassimeres at their mill, was very much 
damaged and broken on last Friday morn- 
ing, at about 10 o'clock, by the connecting 
rod between the piston and crank abaft 
wndiug, thereby shortening the slroke ol 
the engine enough for the piston heads to 
tnock out the cylinder heads and the break- 


11 g of the bearings of the main crank. 


The engine is the one installed only several 


years ago by the Green Company and at 
this date should be in first class condition. 


When the manager of the null, Mr. Weiu- 


myer, was asked the cause of the accident 
lie would make no statement,except that the 
mill was running as usual by the aid of 
three small engines and the old 200 liorsi- 
power Corliss engine. 


James Kadcliffe, the former engineer, who 


md been employed for several years left on 
Saturday; February 17th, and a new man 
'roai Philadelphia named Highland was 
given his place on the following Monday. 


Mr. RadoliSe says that Highland had not 


>een there but two or three days when the 
joxcs of the main crank shaft were burned 
ut which necessitated shutting down the 
ngine far more than a week, with the 
result of a great many of tbe employees 
drawing only two or three dollars for their 
two weeks pay. 


When asked tbe cause of the accident last 


Friday, he said that, it could very easily 
inppen by the water in the boilers foaming 
or putting too much water into them, when 
the steam would draw it into the engine, 
and 
Ihe water 
being non-compressable 


would produce the accident. When tbe 
water got into the cylinder of tho engine 
under a steam pressure of 120 pounds, 
which is usually maintained, and the large 
fly-wheel making ninety revolutions a minute 
something would have to give before Ihe 
crank would allow the pislon head room to 
clear itself before the stroke of the engine 
would be reversed. 


The damage to the engine is estimated to 


be in the neighborhood of $3000. 


ANOTHER ACCIDENT. 


After the breaking of the large 400 horse 


power Green engine on last Friday, another 
engine was installed in the weaving room o] 
the mill just large enough to operate the 
machinery in that department. 


On Monday afternoon, when the steam was 


turned on the engine the packing was blown 
out from the exhaust pipe, the steam escapee 
from the opening into the room with such a 
hiss and a roar that scared the operators so 
much, who were nervous over the former 
accidents, that they dropped their work anc 
got out of the room the buickest way possible 
thinking that the boiler had blown up, or 
something else of a similar nature had hap 
pencd. 
No damage was caused by th< 


accident more than the necessary repackin| 
of the joint and the scare suffered by the 
employees.

t was the first of the kind ever presented to 
he West Chester Council. 


A summary of the message which gives an 


dea of its contents follows: 


Burgess Talbot recommended that in the 


stablishment of a new water station the ar- 
es Ian wells be tried as a means of iucreas- 
ng the supply, stating that it was next to 
mpossible to obtain pure and wholesome 
water from surface streams in a thickly pop- 
ulated agricultural community. 


He advocated the erection of a crematory, 


where all the garbage of the town might be 
burned, and thus prevent the communication 
of the deadly germs of disease to every por- 
ion of the town. 


In macadamizing the streets he requested 


Council to ascertain whether or not tbe ma- 
terial cannot be purchased at a lower figure 
already crushed than under the present 
system of hauling and breaking stone at tbe 
borough works. 


He stated that the police force will be re- 


quired to give their exclusive services to the 
town and will not be permitted lo go outside 
in working up Commonwealth cases. 


In concluding Burgess Talbot reeommend- 


ded Council in times like these to use strict- 
est economy possible and that for Ihe present 
no improvements be undertaken, which can 
be avoided. He asked that al) industries be 
received with open arms and that everything 
possible be done to assist in the growth and 
development of the town. 


Let us entertain the pleasing hope that 


when Bristol's Burgess, Benjamin S. John- 
son, sends his first paper to Council he will 
present it with a message that will be worthy 
of the heartiest endorsement, and that his 
recommendations, if adopted, will add to 
the progress and prosperity of the town.

Big Contract Awarded. 


S. B. Twining & Co., of Yardley, have 


received the contract for the stone to be used 
u the construction of the new reservoir at 
Trenton, N. J. 
Owing to the flat nature of 


the country, the reservoir-is to be built en- 
tirely above ground. 
This will necessitate 


an immense quantity of stone—45,000 cubic 
yards, or 2600 car loads. 


The stone will come from tbe Stockton, N. 


J., quarry, opposite Centre Bridge. A pro- 
vision of the contract is that the entire quan- 
tity shall be furnished within a year, requir- 
ing from 10 to 12 car loads a day. The stone 
will be shipped via. the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road to Trenton, thence over the Philadel- 
phia & Reading tracks direct to the site of 
the reservoir at Hill Cress. It is the largest 
contract of the kind ever let in the State. 
, The reservoir is to hold 104,000,000 gal- 
lons. The entire contract was given to Louis 
tawton, of Trentdn, for $349,500. 


—An Italian, named Sanlui, tried to evade 


the building law at Soranton, which requires 
a permit to be taken out before operations 
are begun, by erecting a house on wheels, 
It was discovered, however, that the wheels 
were securely encased in a box, so that tbe 
structure could not be moved, and the build- 
ing inspector held that the object was not a 
wagon, 09 the Italian claimed, and tbat a 
permit was necessary.

Delft Ware. 


In an article entitled "Made in Japan," 


tlie Pa'l Mall Gazeite describes how manu- 
facturing nations have always encroached 
Upon each other's domains. The Dutch, im- 
porting English clay, made good profit out 
of imitations of Chinese porcelain, and after 
awhile the Dutch product became firmly 
established in Ihe markets of Ihe world as 
Delft ware. English potters copied the 
Dutch pattern, sold it a good deal cheaper 
and the North of England became the head- 
quarters for.Delft china. Lately the Japa- 
nese, having acquitted themselves with the 
patterns best liked in England, encroach 
upon the domain long monopolized by the 
English potter. The Japanese product is 
much finer and stronger, and, above all, 
much cheaper than the best English ware, 
and thus Japan is providing the markets 
with goods which were originally regarded 
as a Chinese monopoly. It should be added, 
however, that in deepness and richness of 
color neither England nor Japan has equalled 
the superb blue of the Dutch Delft. The 
modern imitation is a pottery craze with 
'which our own Trenton potters are afflicted. 
But the'modern blue is no more like the old 
than midnight is like noonday in warmth 
or beauty.

The extensive shipments of frozen poultry 


recently made from New York to Europe 
suggest the vast ness of the scale on which 
the improved arrangements for feeding the 
world are now carried out. When America 
was discovered buyers in the largest Euro- 
pean produce markets counted by the dozen 
at wholesale and had minds habilualed lo 
the "greal gross1' as the largesl measure of 
numercial quantity. Now we are obliged (o 
count our eggs and chickens not merely by 
the gross, but by the million dozen. Lad 
year England actually consumed ] 30,000,000 
do?en eggs, paying ^20,000,000 for them. 
Ten million of them came from America 


In 18% England imported 070,000 hun- 


dredweight of frozen beef from Australia, 
and over lliy.cc times tlmt amount from the 
United States. A market in London or in 
New York would often show within the 
space of 100 feet products from every part 
of the world, the shipment and preservation 
of which over thousands of miles of lanJ 
and water have been made possible bj the 
process of "chilling." 


Although tbo horrors of pliguc and fam- 


ine in India, existing while we have food 
products unused in this country, show that 
the machinery of distribution is still very 
imperfect, it is better now than it ever has 
been in history. 


The refrigerators invented during Ihe last 


ten years have practically revolutionized 
distribution, and in doing so have confirmed 
the supremacy of tbe United States as the 
world's greatest provider. Every one knows 
that we raise grain by the billion bushels, 
but it is only when we begin to export eggs 
and poultry by the million dozen and the 
thousand tons, and the humble hen promises 
to bring in more money from abroad than the 
haughly steel industry, that we begin to 
realize the possibilities of our greatness.— 
New York Word.

It i.i all very well for "free trade" England 


<o subsidize her steamships if she cares to, 
but she should not insist upon doing it to 
the embarrassment of the merchants of the 
United Slates. 


Such inconvenience as was caused by the 


tardy arrival of the Cunarder Aurania, at 
New York, this week, is unnecessary and 
intolerable. The Aurania sailed on the 
same day on which the American Liner St. 
Louis left Southampton. 
The St. Louis 


carried a considerable quantity of merchan- 
dise defined for New York importers. She 
reached Sanay Hook on Sunday, and her 
cargo was landed on Sunday afternoon, but 
to the exasperation of the merchants to 
whom the goods were consigned, they could 
not be delivered, because their consular 
certificates and bills of lading had been sent 
by the Anrania, according to the rigid 
British policy of sending the British mails 
exclusively by British steamships. 


Monday went by, and Tuesday, and still 


Ihe Aurania had not arrived. Lacking her 
important documents, the New York mer- 
chants could not get their goods, which were 
finally transferred to the public stores for 
safe keeping. On Wednesday evening, more 
than three days after the St. Louis, the 
Aur»ni» came into port, bringing 975 bags 
of English mails, which had been delayed in 
delivery all that time because the British 
Government prefers to send its mails by 
slow British steamers, rather than pay a 
peony of subsidy to swift Americans. 


Repeatedly the merchants of New York 


have been annoyed by this experience. Their 
remonstrances have always been blandly 
ignored by the British Post Office Depart- 
ment. The United States pays the American 
Line liberally for its service, but it exacts 
high speed in return, and it sends its mails 
by fast British and German ships when they 
happen to lie available. It gave $144,000 to 
the Cuttard Company for this work in 1895, 
and $1 U.,000 to the North German Lloyd. 
Bui Great Britain—"free trade" Britain, 
who«e "enlightened" policy our tariff re- 
formers are forever exporting us to adopt— 
flatly refutes to reciprocate. 


This U protectionism run mad—and there 


is delicious irony in the fact that it is the 
one '.'fr** trade" nation in the world which 
furnishes this astonishing example of it.—
